THEY REFUTE | 
VICIOUS LIBEL 


ENGLISH MEMBERS REPLY TO 
JOHN BULL ARTICLE 


R. S. Lake Brings the Matter of the 
Untruthful Article on Canadian 
Conditions to the Attention of the 
House of Commons—The Premier 
Thanks Mr. Lake for Introducing 
the Matter. 


Ottawa.—Mr. R. S. Lake, of Qu’ 
Appelle, Saskatchewan, moved an ad- 
journment of the house in order to 
discuss an article which appeared in 
an English publication of “John 
Bull” derogatory to Canada. He said 
that this publication, which is owned 
by Mr. Horatio Bottomley, a member 
of the Imperial Parliament, has 4 
large circulation, and statements 
made in it could not help, but do 
serious injury to the Dominion. He 
quoted from the article, which paint- 
ed conditions in Western Canada in 
very dreary colors. The condition of 
new arrivals was stated to be pitiable 
in the extreme and the country was 
described as a death trap for young 
Englishmen. 

The article went on to say that the 
majority of women in the West were 
of such low type that most men 
would not marry them. 

Mr. Lake said that he was an Eng- 
lishman who had spent twenty-eight 
years in Canada. He described the 
article as grossly malicious and un- 
true to the conditions in Western Can- 
ada, which were never in the slightest 
degree as described. The article was 
evidently written by someone who had 
never been in Canada. Mr. Lake par- 
ticularly regretted the attack on the 
women of the West. No more moral 
prople could be found on the face of 
the globe, and the prosperity of the 
West was due, in no small degree to 
its magnificent type of women. 

The article was denounced in furi- 
ous terms by Martin Burrel, of Yale- 
Cariboo, a native born Englishman. 
The only failures in this country, he 
said, were men who made no serious 
eff.:t to adjust themselves to condi-*

A. Boyce, of West Algoma, an 
Englishman, characterized the article 
as untrue, and said that the govern- 
ment should take such action as 
would make it impossible for a mem- 
ber of the Imperial house to publish 
such statements about the Dominion. 

Dr. Clark, of Red Deer, also an Eng- 
lishman, said that when he read the 
article he regarded it as only an illus- 
tration of what an astonishing num- 
ber of fools there are. 

Ralph Smith, of Nanaimo, the last 
Englishman heard from, suspected the 
article was the work of some degener- 
ate useless Englishman, who had fail- 
ed to make good in Canada and want- 
ed to excuse himself. An article of 
that kind could not do much harm in 
view of the generally friendly attitude 
of the British press. 

R. L. Borden said that he had been 
articles were be- 
ing reproduced in the British press 
and continental papers, and it was 
just as well it should be brought up 
in the house. He described it as a 
“false, contemptible libel,” and con- 
gratulated Mr. Lake for bringing the 
matter up. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier agreed that the 
house owed Mr. Lake a debt of grati- 
tude. The article was of such a na- 
ture that it was not likely to carry 
weight even in England. The malice 
of it was so apparent, however, that it 
was well it should be stigmatized as 
false by English born members of par- 
liament whose vefy presence in the 
house was evidence that they were 
welcome in Canada.

NORTH POLE IS LOST AGAIN 


Explains Why He Left the Whites 
Behind When He Located the 
Big Nail 
Washington. — Admitting that the 
North Pole is just as much lost as 
ever, and that future attempts to find 
it would not be aided by his work, 
Captain R. E. Peary, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, answered a cross fire of ques- 
tions at a hearing before a house com- 

mittee on naval affairs recently. 

He told how he wanted the glory of 
polar achievement for himself, de- 
clining to let any other member of the 
expedition, other than the negro Hen- 
son, go on the last dash with him, 
how his publishing contracts had pre- 
cluded him from testifying before the 
committee last spring and how mem- 
bers of his expedition had been pro- 
hibited from writing about the trip. 

“Why did you not take white mem- 
bers of your party on the final stage 
of your trip so there might be cor- 
roborative evidence?” asked Mr. Rob- 
erts. 

“In the first place,” replied Peary, 
“T have always made the final spurt 
with one exception when Lee was 
with me, with one man and the Eski- 
mos. The man I took with me (Hen- 
son) was more effective for combined 
demands of extended work than any 
white man. The pole was something 
to which I have devoted my life. For 
which I had gone through such hell 
as I hope no man in this room will 
ever experience, and I did not feel 
that I should divide it with a young 
man who had not the right to it that 
I had.” 

Capt. Peary was asked by Mr. Rob- 
erts, if any injunction of secreey had 
been made as to what members of the 
expedition might say. 

Capt Peary, replying to the repeated 
question as to the results of his Arctic 
trip, said that he had not yet pre- 
pared such a chart as would enable 
anyone to follow in his footsteps to 
the pole but he “imagined” that he 
had data by which he could prepare 
such a chart.

The Inmates of Workhouses Drew

1, when the first weekly five shillings 
were due, have already gone back. 

Not a few of them returned within 
less than 48 hours penniless and 
drunk, Others discovered they were 
unable to buy comforts like those at 
the workhouse with five — shillings. 
Others again made the interesting 
discovery that the law permitted 
them to draw the pension on Friday, 
spend the whole sum within 24 hours, 
then return to the workhouse | till 
Friday came round again.

DESPERATE PLAGUE IN ASIA 


‘Chinese Are Opposing Measures Taken 


to Check it—Very Virulent Type 
In Harbin District 

Pekin.—Reports from Harbin says 
that the Chinese there are vigorously 
opposing the summary disposition of 
the bodies of victims of the bubonic 
plague. The authorities do not dare 
to burn them, the custom being that 
they remain intact, so that their an- 
cestors may recognize them in the fu- 
ture life. The Chinese also oppose the 
burning of the houses, some of which 
contain the dead bodies of entire 
families. Some of the corpses have 
remained in the city for days, but 
they are now being taken to the open 
country, where trenches for their 
interment have been prepared. 

It is reported that the Russians in 
Harbin are not concerning themselves 
with the Chinese section, although 
they are dealing drastically with the 
Chinese within the Russian 
Chinese newspapers are raising an 
outery, and bringing forward serious 
charges of persecution and 
Members of legations, who canstantly 
recommend measures to the govern- 
ment, are suggesting a censorship of 
the press.

It contains the 
details of the expenditure made by 


ach department, and furnishes much 


of the ammunition that is used by 
the financial erities of the Govern 
ment. The Auditor-General 1s advis- 
ed of all the moneys received and de- 


posited to the credit of the Govern- 
ment, and checks the vouchers for the 
expe nditures from these deposits and 


the credits given to the various de- 
partments. ‘The Auditor-General is re- 
sponsible for seeing that money voted 


by Parliament is used for the purpose 
for whieh it has been voted. He can 
hold up a payment, or demand an 
explanation of any disbursement, or 
refuse to sanction financial transac- 
tions which, in his judgment, are ir- 
regulur. Sometimes, but not very fre- 
quently, the Auditor-General’s dvci- 
sion over-ruled by the Treasury 
Woard, which is composed of the Min- 
| ister of Finance and five other Cat- 
net Ministers. The staff of the Audi- 
tor-General numbers about one hun- 
lred at present. In 1990, Audi- 
tor-General examined about $56,000.- 
000 of public accounts; this year he 
nudited over $115,000,000 of public 
1ccounts. In commenting upon the 
irregularities at the Printing Bureau, 
the Auditor-General makes this recom- 
mendation to Parliament: “The ex: 
nee of these irregularities emphasizes 
the necessity for the establishment 
of a proper system of storekeeping, u 
systematic stock-taking and an inspec- 
tion by #empetent inspectors in every 
branch of the service where stores ure
